Wage bill advances 

Washington 
A bill to increase the minimum 
wage to $1.60 an hour on Feb. 1, 
1968, has been approved by the 
Senate labor subcommittee. 

That is one year earlier than, 
the date voted by the House. 

The rate, now $1,25 an hour, 
would go up in two steps, the 
first on Feb. 1, 1967, to $1.40 an.

Middlesbx'ough, Yorks, England 

A British paratrooper in World 
War II vvas so appalled by 'the 
poverty and ignorance he satw 

while serving overseas that he 
made up his mind to do something 
! to help the children build a better 
life. 

Since his demobilization former 
Sgt. Maj. Tom McAvoy of Mid¬ 
dlesbrough has raised over $7,500 
by organizing jumble sales, dan¬ 
ces, and bargain bazaars. The 
money has been used to build a 
school at Tinnevelly near Madras, 
India. The school has been named 
after him. The Madras education 
authorities did not have sufficient 
funds to build the school but have 
now taken over ranning costs and 
have appointed 20 teachers. 

The official opening ceremony 
of the new school has been post¬ 
poned until its enterprising donor 
can raise sufficient funds to pay 
for his fare to Madras.. In the 
meantime he receives regular let¬ 
ters from the headmaster inform¬ 
ing of what is going on at the 
school, whera nearly 600 childrcn 
are leaniing to read and write. 
Mr. McAvoy is also endeavoring 
to raise further funds to pay for 
the cultivation of the'17 acres of 
land adjoining the school. M. H.

Do Not Tamper With j

Kenneth P. OT>onnell, candi- ^ 
date for tl:o Democratic noniina- 
tioii f- r governor, has urged the 
State Senate nvi to tamper with , 
the **c-o-(evminus hill” pu^setuly I 
resting in the Senate Ways and 
Means CoTnmitTee. 

0*Bo’inell supports in its pres- ^ 
ont form the lall that would give ■ 
the Govern(»r the right tti name 
and replace the heads of 24 state' 
departments and agencies. Sever- ; 
el legishitors have indicatt^^l their i 
intentions of offering amendments j 
to the House-approved i-efonn 
measure in order to exclude cer¬ 
tain dopaitments. 

“This hill is essential to a mod¬ 
ern, efilcient admini.stration of the 
state government,” said O’Don¬ 
nell. “Tlie Governor must answer 
to the people, and he must have 
the authority to name those he 
believes most capable of carrying 
out the mandate of the people. 

“The voters have wisely ap¬ 
proved a four-year term for Gov¬ 
ernor. It doe.sn't make sense to 
continue to force upon a Gover¬ 
nor, department heads not of his 
own choosing, who can obstruct 
progress if they so choose. 

'*The constitutional reforms 
voted by the electorate intlicate 
a desire to remove the cob^vebs, 
dark corners, and vested interests 
from state government. The peo¬ 
ple want the Governor to be res¬ 
ponsible for efficient management 
of their lax money. The 
minus bill’ will help fix that res¬ 
ponsibility.” 

O'Donnell also took issue with 
legislators who would allow tlie 
Goveimor to name his executive 
team, but seek to amend the pre¬ 
sent bill to prevent him from re¬ 
placing department heads except 
for cause. i 

“If the Governor feel.s that a| 
department head is not carrying i 
out hi.s policies, he .should be able \ 
to replace him without the cm -1 
barrassment of a removal pro- j 
ceeding. After all, it is the Gov- J 
ernor who must ansvs'er to the j 
voters, not the appointed official.” j

I "wasn’t any good.” He had used 
it on his lawn and it didn’t w'ork. 
Since I w'as the one who had 
recommended it, I decided to in¬ 
vestigate. 

Had he followed the sugges¬ 
tions in the direction-folder? No 
he hadn’t noticed them. When 
had he used the product? He 
said he had put it on just be¬ 
fore it rained, figuring this would 
be best. And when I told him 
that it was the worst possible 
time because the granules are in¬ 
tended to stick to the weed leaves 
and be absorbed, he was crest¬ 
fallen. 

^'Jien weed controls “fail to 
w'ork,” nine times out of ten it 
is because they were improperly 
applied. It is no use trying to 
eliminate dandelions, plantain, 
chickvvced and the like when it’s 
too cold or too drj' for the weeds 
to be growing vigorously. On the 
other hand it is no use using a 
pre-emergence spring control for 
crabgrass in the summer when 
the plants are fluorishing. In¬ 
stead, use Clout. So be sure to 
read the instructions before you 
fill your spreader. 

Considering how many people 
there are who won’t read instruc¬ 
tions, it has always surprised me 
that a company like Scotts, who 
make numerous weed controls 
and fertilizers, is able arid will¬ 
ing to guarantee their effective¬ 
ness on a money-back basis and 
no questions asked. t

HANDLE WITH CARE 

No matter how' you view them, 
sharks are excitingl 

While various members of this 
tribe are considered nuisances, 
they are certainly not known as 
“loafers on a line,” note fishing 
authorities at Mercury outboards. 
Concurring in this opinion is the 
International Game Fish Associ¬ 
ation, which recognizes six differ¬ 
ent species as game fish. 

Whether you fish briny waters 
frequently or only occasionally, 
sharks are part of the scene. And 
if you really look for fishing 
thrills, go looking for sharks' 

Shark chasing resembles bill- 
fishing in many respects . . . big 
boats, heavy tackle. But small 
boats and ordinary gear do as 
■well, and even pier and surf- 
casters get in on the fun. For 
instance, a 260-pound-plus mako 
was subdued on 12-pound-test 
monofilament. 

Proper techniques hold the key 
to shark success. Chumming with 
cut bait is a favorite tactic for 
many of the species. Refined ap¬ 
proaches Include trolling with 
belly sections of larger fishes and 
blood-letting of caught fish b& 
hind the boat. " 

Since some sharks display no 
trace of shyness, they'll quickly 
follow a trail of chum right up 
to the transom. Pishing for them 
under such conditions consists of 
merely tossing out a tidbit con¬ 
cealing a hook, and bracing for 
the fireworks. 

But, generally shark fishing re¬ 
quires more finesse. This is best 
learned when in company with a 
charter skipper or a fisherman 
experienced in the art. In many 
regions charter boats specialize 
in this type of fishing, and the 
trend is on the upswing as new 
anglers continue to discover the 
sport. 

There are little sharks, big 
sharks, and even good-eating 
sharks, say the Mercury lads. And 
none give up without a fisfit. 

So go gunnin' for shark if you 
want a “ton of thrills."
